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1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claim 11 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

It is unclear what an "IT adjuster" is. 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as 
set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be 
patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject 
matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was 
made. 

4. Claims 1- 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Jonsson (US 3,674,370) in view of Sweet (US 2,594,514), Pross (US 4,037,972) and 
Beer (US 3,489,906). 

Jonsson show that is it known to optically analyze a fluid by passing the fluid 
through a sample area (15) and comparing the measured results to a standard held 
in s reference container (25). It would have been obvious to use this general 
arrangement to determine any characteristic of a fluid which can be detected by 
optical means and the measurements analyzed by appropriate mathematical 
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algorithms. The choice of particular light sources, detectors, sample cells, 
algorithms and the like appropriate to the particular application at hand would 
have been obvious. 

While Jonsson shows using a "conventional current-comparing unit 28" to 
determine the measurement value, it is known in the art that other arrangements 
can be made to determine the measurement value. It is known in the art to make 
such measurements by adjusting the intensity of the light source to balance the 
measured intensity of the two light paths, using a measure of the intensity of the 
adjusted light as a measure of the absorption of the light. Sweet shows such a 
system, in which one of two light sources are varied to match the intensities. Pross 
shows such a system in which the light intensity directed through the measuring 
path is adjusted for this purpose. Beer also shows a system in which the light 
intensities are varied to match the detected light between a sample (3) and a 
reference (4). It would have been obvious to use such a known system of measuring 
to measure this absorption by adjusting the light intensities in a system such a 
shown by Jonsson because it is a known manner of making such measurements. As 
shown by Sweet, adjusting the light path by varying the current to the light source 
is known; Beer shows it is known to automate the process. 

5. Carver (US 5,699,156) shows a system in which a fluid sample is passed 
through a sample cell for optical analysis.
